WASHINGTON, March 31—An 


official White Paper to be re- 


leased next week by the Kennedy 
Administration seeks to docu-| 


ment the charge that Fidel Cas- | 
tro has made Cuba into a Soviet | 
satellite in the totalitarian pat- | 
tern. | 
The paper was prepared in 

White House under the | 
supervision of President Ken- | 
nedy. Drafted by one of his spe- | 
cial assistants, historian Arthur | 
Schlesinger Jr., it calls on Cas- | 
tro once again to sever his links | 
with the international Communist | 
movement, If the call is un- | 
heeded, the document says, the | 
Cuban people will continue to | 
strive for a free Cuba. | 


The White Paper was put to- 
gether from intelligence reports, 
diplomatic assessments and 
after the 
Administration had re-evaluated 
the Cuban situation. 

The conclusion was reached 
that Cuba had become so com- 
pletely communized and Castro 
had made himself so complete a 
tool of the Communist bloc that 
any consideration of resuming 
even limited relations was neces- 
sarily ruled out. Diplomatic re- 
lations with Cuba were broken 
off by former President Eisen- 
hower shortly before he left the 
White House. 


Increased Ground Forces. 


As a consequence of Soviet 
aid, the document says, Cuba 
today has the largest ground 
forces in the hemisphere outside 
the United States. These forces 
today are at least 10 times those 
of previous Cuban governments, 
including the Batista regime 
which was overthrown by Castro 
in 1959. 


They are estimated -to total 
from 250,000 to 400,000 men. 
Cuba has a population of 6,500,- 
000. 

Today 75 per cent of all Cuba’s 
trade is with the Iron Curtain 
countries on a barter basis. At 
the beginning of 1960 only 2 per 
cent was with the Communist 
bloc. In addition to Czech, Rus- 
sian and Polish trade missions 
now in Havana, a Chinese Com- 
munist delegation is expected to 
arrive shortly. 


Since the middle of last year 
more than 30,000 tons of arms 
valued at $50,000,000 have been 
shipped to Cuba from Commun- 
ist sources: These include So- 
viet JS-2 5l-ton tanks, SU-100 
assault guns, T-34 35-ton tanks 
and 76-millimeter, 85-millimeter 
and 122-millimeter field guns. 

Totalitarian State. 


The White Paper says Cuba is 
a totalitarian state with one po- 
litical party—the Communist— 
that through its grip on the state 
dominates every aspect of life. 
The principal leaders who have 
betrayed the good intentions of 
the original revolution are Raul 
Castro, Fidel’s brother, and Che 
Guevara, Minister of Finance. 
Both have extensive Communist 
backgrounds. 

It is expected that the White 
Paper will serve as a powerful 
propaganda document through- 


out the hemisphere. In effect, 
it indorses the objectives of the

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Budget Flimflam 


President Kennedy has made such a fine 
start in most respects that it is a disappoint- 
ment to find his first budget message tinged 
with flimflam. It was a highly political mes- 
sage, apparently designed to divert attention 
from the Administration’s projected deficit 
spending by exaggerating certain shortcom- 
ings of the Eisenhower budget. 

Those defects—for example, recommending 
a Chilean aid program and an electron ac- 
celerator but including no funds for them in 
the budget—certainly called for criticism, 
But Mr. Kennedy’s message gave the impres- 
sion that they account for much more of his 
budget changes than they actually do. The 
great bulk of his changes spring not from 
different bookkeeping but from different 
spending plans. 

The simple truth is that for fiscal 1962 Mr. 
Kennedy considers it urgent to spend some 
$2,300,000,000 more for civil functions than 
Mr. Eisenhower did. The straightforward 
thing would be to say so, plainly and bluntly, 
instead of hinting that only more realistic 
accounting is involved. We believe the Ken- 
nedy Administration can justify most of its 
projected expenditure increases by needs 
and by slackness in the economy. 


The $2,300,000,000 increase in civilian 
spending will unbalance the budget by some 
$1,800,000,000, but Mr. Kennedy engaged in 
some strenuous fiscal acrobatics trying to 
show that the budget is really in balance in 
terms of his Jan. 30 pledge that his program 
would not, of itself, create a deficit. He made 
this pledge “within the framework” of the 
Eisenhower revenue estimates. So he now 
falls back on the device of contending that his 
nondefense budget would be balanced if those 
revenue estimates were valid, which they 
aren’t, because the recession lagted longer 
than the previous Administration expected. 

All this is rather silly unless the object of 
a budget is to throw sand in the taxpayer's 
eyes. 

The most serious defect in the budget 
message, however, was the fact that it left 
out of account altogether the Government's 
biggest single spending obligation, national 
defense. To send Congress a budget covering 
only nondefense items is like serving ham 
and eggs without the ham. Defense must be 
paid for from the same taxpayer's pocket as 
civil outlays, and it accounts for 60 per cent 
of the total. 


Mr. Kennedy's defense message, sent to 
Congress four days after the budget message, 
indicates an increase in 1962 spending over 
the Eisenhower proposals of $650,000,000. 
This would bring the 1962 deficit, as now 
estimated, to $2,450,000,000, as compared with 
Mr. Eisenhower's estimated surplus of $1,500,- 
000,000. 

Part of this four-billion-dollar turnover is 
due to the recession, part to faulty budgeting 
by the Eisenhower Administration — but a 
large part to policy decisions by the Kennedy 
Administration. There is no point in hiding 
those policies behind a political smoke screen. 
Mr. Kennedy can justify most of them, and 
he should devote his efforts to that rather 
than to lame attempts to blame the deficit 
on his predecessor. 


Response to Hunger 


Applause goes to Missouri's House of Rep- 
resentatives for the 120-to-1 vote by which 
it adopted the already Senate-approved bill 
authorizing the state to pay half the cost of 
distributing federal surplus foods to the 
needy. 

With the approval of Gov. Dalton, Repre- 
sentative Richard J. Rabbitt, the young St. 
Louis legislator who handled the bill, set a 
two-year limit on the state’s contribution. The 
Senate accepted this but funds for the pro- 
gram still must be appropriated. 

Since President Kennedy has said that 
even recovery from the current recession may 
not sufficiently reduce unemployment, there 
is a probability that the distress, which this 
food allays in some part, will continue for 
more than a year. It is only reasonable to 
provide for this. After all, the distribution 
can be stopped whenever it becomes unnec- 
essary. | 


National Park or Private Land? 
With the disarming counsel that alterna- 


tives should be considered, Representative ’ 


Curtis has introduced a second Ozarks rivers 
bill, one in conflict with the measure spon- 
sored by Representative Ichord and Senators 
Symington and Long. All proposals for the 
solution of any problem should be evaluated, 
yet such study cannot continue indefinitely. 
A decision must be made. This has been done, 
so the Curtis bill only threatens delay where 
already there has been too much delay. 


Under his bill, the Eleven Point, Jacks Fork 
and Current would not be put in custody of 
the National Park Service as under the Sym- 
ington-Long-Ichord bill. Instead, most of the 
area would be added to the Clark National 
Forest. It would remain the property of its 
present owners who, in co-operation with the 
Forest Service, would continue to use the 
land, On balance, this could mean more pri- 
vate exploitation than public control. 


National forests, where suitable, are val- 
uable in the conservation of natural resources, 
but hardly where the purpose is to preserve 
the Ozark streams and their banks as nearly 
as possible in their still semi-wild state, where 
even selective timbering, farming and other 
ordinarily beneficial land uses in narrow 
strips bordering the waters are undesirable. 
The Symington-Long-Ichord bill is reasonable 
in making concessions to present owners, but 
it recognizes the fundamental necessity of 
basing governmental control on governmental 
ownership. Divided ownership means con- 
flicts and compromises. 


If anything, the new Curtis bill is less sat- 
isfactory than the bill which Mr. Curtis in- 
troduced in the last session, a bill under which 
the Park Service would have obtained so- 
called scenic easements along the rivers. This 
use of the easements is relatively new. It also 
preserves private ownership while providing 
limited public authority for the preservation 
of scenic beauty. It is ideal for protecting 
land along highways against unsightly exploi- 
tation. Like the national forest proposal it 
is favored by those who insist on presérving 
private ownership at a cost of limited co- 
operation with a public agency. 

Thus, at best, the Curtis bill is a gamble 
that scenic treasures can be saved despite 
conflicting interests. This hardly is as desir- 


able as the Symington-Long-Ichord bill which, 
with due compensation to present owners, 
would put the area under control of the fed- 
eral agency whose function would be to pre 
serve the beauty of the rivers, the springs, 
the bluffs and the woods of the Ozark high- 
land.

It is true that the Russians, according to 
the Moscow informants, have reversed the 
procedure proposed by Britain with United 
States support. Britain suggested an imme- 
diate cease-fire, followed by reactivation of 
the three-nation Laos control commission 
(India, Canada and Poland). The Russians are 
said to want the commission to work out 
plans for a cease-fire. 

A truce delay might be an advantage to the 
Communist forces who have recently been 
advancing in Laos. Yet present fighting has 
been indecisive, and the monsoon could soon 
enforce a de facto truce. In any event a meet- 
ing of the control commission could have no 
effect on the fighting other than possibly to 
end it. Negotiations might be more profitable 
if a cease-fire were already in effect, but with 
or without a truce, negotiation still offers the 
only hope of final peace ‘n Laos. 

Premier Khrushchev already knows that 
the United States will riot permit a Commu- 
nist military conquest: President Kennedy 
has made that point clear. Consequently the 
Russians would be foolhardy to gamble 
further on arms, and their new position, as 
reported, represents some concession to 
reality. Last November, when India first pro- 
posed use of the control commission, Russia 
did not formally answer the proposal. 

Both time and bloodshed would have been 
spared had India been heeded then. But at 


the time the Eisenhower Administration also 


was unprepared to accept the Indian view. 
What has changed since is not only the mili- 
tary threat to Laos, but also the attitude of 
the new Administration. 

President Kennedy has supplied elements of 
freshness and decisiveness to our Laotian pol- 
icy. He has based this policy on protecting the 
neutrality of Laos. Aside from granting a new 
respect to the important third force of neu- 
tralism, Mr. Kennedy is saying that peace is 
better than war, and that co-existence is safer 
when both sides recognize that some nations 
do not want, and should not be pressed, into 
joining either side. 

This is the policy that won the apprecia- 
tion of India’s.Prime Minister Nehru. This 
is the policy that, apparently, has won intent 
consideration in Moscow. Whether a ceéase- 
fire in Laos or negotiations come first, there 
is no secure alternative to negotiation. 


France’s Disservice 


It is most dishearténing that France is re- 
fusing to pay any part of the costs of United 
Nations military operations in The Congo, 
and understandable that news of the French 
position cast a pall over renewed e‘forts to 
find a way to end the financial crises 
brought on by the mounting costs of The 
Congo military operation. The Soviet bloc 
already has refused to share the expenses. 

France’s action is dictated by its close ties 
with Belgium, which has been under fire for 
continued activities in its former African 


‘possession. Since the U.N. sent troops into 


The Congo last July France has abstained 
from voting on any Congo resolution. The 
abstention is defensible. But. refusal to pay 
is not. This does not settle an issue, it under- 
mines the U.N. itself. 

France is the fourth most important mem- 
ber of the U.N., after the United States, the 
Soviet Union and Britain, with respect to 
financial support. Expenses of The Congo 
operation last year were $48,500,000 and this 
year will be about $120,000,000. If the ex- 
penses are to be met, the United States and 
Britain will have to carry the major part of 
the burden. 

The Russians have been trying to destroy 
the integrity of the U.N. Their motivation is 
clear. But when a leading Western power 
uses the same methods, although for different 
reasons, it justifies Canada’s warning that 
the U.N. will go the way of the League of 
Nations unless the financial crisis can be 
resolved. 


Light From Peru 


A Lima dispatch by Richard Dudman of the 
Post-Dispatch staff goes a long way toward 
explaining the reluctance of the State Depart- 
ment and the International Co-operation Ad- 
ministration to comply fully with a house 
Government Operations subcommittee’s de- 
mand for information on the aid program in 
Peru. 

The reason, it is clear from Mr. Dudman’s 
account of measures taken to relieve effects 
of the drouth of 1955 and 1956, is that offi- 
cials felt the subcommittee, headed by Repre- 
sentative Porter Hardy Jr. of Virginia, might 
concentrate on a few sensational points with- 
out balancing them by bringing out the miti- 
gating factors.

Yet most of what he has 
promised to do, most of what 
for the long pull urgently needs 
to be done, depends on explain- 
ing this theoretical issue to the 
people.

So with budget balancing. Say

It is a complicated thing to

FOOD IN AID PLAN

WASHINGTON, March 31—An 
expansion of the Food for Peace 
program into an instrument of | 
foreign economic policy was 
recommended yesterday by its 
director, George S. McGovern. 


His ideas were contained in a 
report to President Kennedy. If 
they are adopted by the Presi- |, 
dent they would convert the 
present surplus food disposal 
plan into a major program for 
building up the underdeveloped 
areas of the world 

Food would take the place of 
currency to pay part of the 
wages of workers on roads and 
drainage ditches through the 
jungles of Indonesia. Through- 
out Latin America work relief 
projects and rural resettlement, 
housing and school construction, 
irrigation and sanitation work 
would be financed in part by 
America’s surplus supplies. 

McGovern gave some details 
of the plan to reporters. He 
could not give the full details, he 
said, because the President had 
not read the entire report. 

McGovern said he had urged 
the President to increase imme- 
diately the $300,000,000 fund now 
available to make food grants 
to governments unable to pur- 
chase food with their limited cur- 
rency. How much of an in- 
crease was requested, he did 
not say. 

Plans for an immediate ex- 
pansion of the school lunch pro- 
gram throughout Latin America 
also were outlined in the report. 

In countries trying to stimu- 
late rural resettlement of over- 
crowded city populations, it ob- 
served, ‘‘food might serve use- 
fully as a grub-stake to carry 
the new settler until their first 
harvest; again poultry and hog 
pilot projects might be valu- 
able.”’ 

McGovern said a public ad- 
visory council to his office was 
being selected by President Ken- 
nedy. It would be composed of 
6&9 to 75 members representative 
of agricultural, business, labor, 
Educational, religious and philan- 
thropic groups, he said. 

McGovern plans to leave Sun- 
day for Rome to attend a special 
meeting of the United Nations 
Food and Agriculture Organiza- 
tion.

“is the first duty of the patriog 
in an era in which free enter 
prise is menaced by statism as 
never before.” declared O. G, 
Powell, Des Moines, lowa, presi- 
dent of the National Association 
of Real Estate Boards. 

In a luncheon address before 
the Los Angeles Realty Board 
at the Biltmore Hotel, Powell 
attacked government i terfer- 
ence in the activities of the free 
market 

Although the head of the @8,« 
000-member realtor organization 
pledged unqualified support to 
President Kennedy's “ringing 
call for the assumption of per- 
sonal responsibility,” he criti- 
cized the Administration for pro- 
posed ‘programs and policies... 
containing strong elements of 
the welfare state and apparent 
acceptance of the responsibility 
of the federal government for 
the welfare of large groups of 
citizens.”’ 

These proposed programs, he 
said, seem at variance with 
President Kennedy's ‘“‘enuncia- 
tion of personal responsibility” 
in his inaugural address. 

Cites Interference. 

“Realtors believe in a dy 
namic and growing society in 
which each man... is free to 
use his initiative, talents, and 
skills to conduct his own busi- 
ness,” Powell said. “This is 
what we call the free enterprise 
system .. . through which our 
country has flourished.” 

The Iowa realtor cited fed 
erally subsidized public housing 
and use of taxpayers’ money to 
make direct federal loans for 
housing as examples of govertt 
ment interference in the activi- 
ties of the free market. 

“Today we have approxi 
mately 522,000 public housing 
units in operation, and another 
98.000 in various stages of pro- 
cessing,”’ he asserted. ‘‘The fed- 
eral taxpayers are obligated for 
the next 40 years to pay annual 
subsidies, which for the fiscal 
year 1962 are estimated at $170,- 


, 000,000."" 


He warned that this annual 
socialized housing price tag will 
continue to increase in the fu- 
ture, and that an attempt will 
be made to amend the basic 
public housing law to permit 
over4ncome tenants to remain 
in public housing provided they 
pay a \‘s0-called economic rent.” 

Inherently Bad. 

“We are opposing these at- 
tempts because we believe that 
the government ownership of 
family shelter is inherently bad 
for a free people,”’ Powell said. 
“This does not mean we do not 
believe it is a valid function of 
the government to assist the 
needy in obtaining the necessi- 
ties of life. There are means of 
doing this without making low- 
income families wards of the 
government.” 

He attacked “back door raids’* 
on the Treasury to provide 
funds for direct lending of tax- 
payers’ money for housing, 
‘generally at interest rates less 
than those prevailing in the free 
market.” 

“Today our direct lending pro- 
grams include programs for vet- 
erans, elderly persons, and col- 
leges. Tomorrow,” he warned, 
“unless we ere vigilant, direct 
lending may be extended to hous- 
ing for middle-income families.” 

He explained that legislation 
to accomplish this was approved 
by the Senate Banking and Our 
rency Committee last spring, 
and that a similar proposal was 
recently recommended in @ re 
port by President Kennedy's 
Task Force on Housing. 

“Anytime any group of people 
seeks to tap federal funds to 
accomplish goals that they might 
realize with their own resources 
and initiative, they are, in effect, 
asking what the government can 
do for them rather than what 
they can do for their govern 
ment,”’ Powell declared.

Navy Shenanigans 


IM SURE that “ALL HANDS ON DECK” at the 
ST. LOUIS THEATER won't cop any Oscars, but on the 
ether hand it probably will provide some light—very light— 
entertainment for people who don’t demand too much subtlety 

in their comedy. It involves nothing 
heavier than a Navy lieutenant om an LST 
(Pat Boone) who falls in love with a cute 
girl reporter (Barbara Eden), and gets 
messed up when she sneaks on board during 
an Admiral’s inspection because they're sup- 
posed to be married; a Chickasaw Indian 
sailor (Buddy Hackett) named Screaming 
Eagle, who attacks the screen of a movie house when the 
Indians are losing a Western; a long-suffering ship's captain 
(Dennis O'Keefe) and a turkey brought aboard by the 
Indian as a mascot. . 


I've seen English comedies on the cracking up of naval 
Giscipline which were much funnier, but this manages to be 
amusing in a sort of silly way most of the time. 

The second feature, “DAYS OF THRILLS AND LAUGH- 
TER,” is the third in a series assembled by Robert Youngson 
of old silent features—the first two were ‘The Golden Age 
of Comedy,” and “When Comedy Was King.” This has 
excerpts from many of the pricelessly funny slapstick two- 
reelers, including those of Charlie Chaplin, Laurel and Hardy, 
Ben Turpin and an early French comedy in surprisingly good 
condition. But it adds a new element—the thrill silent. 
Pearl White and Ruth Roland defy death in hairbreadth 
escapes in serials, Houdini does the same, and Douglas Fair- 
banks shows the mercurial elan and acrobatics which brought 
him to fame in an early Western. It's worthwhile for every- 
one—nostalgia for the older customers, and interesting history 
for those who weren't born when these were made. 


Return of a Masterpiece 


IN CONJUNCTION with the Civil War Centennial, M-G-M 
is reissuing its classic, “GONE WITH THE WIND,” and it’s 
now showing at LOEW’S STATE THEATER on its sixth time 
around and its first showing here in seven years. The idea is 
that another generation should get a look 
at it. That is fine. GWIW never dates, 
still seems the masterpiece it was 
originally acclaimed in 1939. To paraphrase 
a bit of Shakespeare, “Age cannot wither, 
nor custom stale, its infinite variety.” 
« This three-hour-and-40-minute film, for 

all its length—its four miles of celluloid 
makes it the longest ever released—is immensely absorbing 
every foot of the way. Perhaps Margaret Mitchell, author of 
the novel, wasn't a literary genius, but she could tell a fas- 
cinating story, with bold and vivid characterization, of the fall 
of a civilization and the characters who fought their way up 
from the collapse. 

Sidney Howard wrote a tremendous screenplay and Victor 
Fleming directed it with striking scope and realism and pain- 
staking attention to detail. The Technicolor work, the compo- 
sition, the imaginative use of crepuscular light are all beau- 
tiful. 


Vivien Leigh’s work of Scarlett O'Hara is one of the most 
acid and uncompromising characterizations ever throwa 
on the screen. This petulant, selfish, scheming, iron-willed 
creature, with her venomous attractiveness, is undoubtedly 
one of the witchiest women portrayed since Lady Macbeth. 
Equally outstanding is the late Clark Gable as the epitome of 
all bold cynics, Rhett Butler, the blockade runner. Although 
Miss Mitchell never heard of him when she began writing 
the book, it seems as if the role were carefully tailored for 
him..So indelible is his imprint, it seems impossible for any- 
one else ever to play the role. It is ironic, of course, that 
Leslie Howard as Ashley Wilkes and Olivia de Havilland as 
Melanie, both honorable, sterling characters, have to suffer in 
color and force in comparison with the full-blooded and at- 
tractive villainess of the leads, but that’s the way the author 
deliberately wrote them. Virtue, when it came to making a 
comeback from the debacle, apparently was its own reward. 


It is noteworthy that ‘‘Gone With the Wind,”’ most famous 
picture ever made, is not a spectacle. The shocking scene of 
the wounded lying in the railroad yards, the burning of At- 
lanta and the flight of panic-stricken citizens are the only 
spectacle elements in it. The war is told by indirection— 
letters from the front, the reading of casualty lists, a piece of 
artillery bouncing through the streets, wounded in the hos- 
pital. Nary a cavalry charge. It is so fascinating because it is 
intimate drama which never leaves its main characters.

TV Looks at Britain

NEW YORK, March 31. 

THE CHANGING SOCIETY of Great Britain was the 
theme of last night’s installment of ‘CBS Reports.” Not only 
did the program perform the happy function of restoring Eric 
Sevareid to television at his perceptive and witty best: it 
also was a valuable insight into the forces that are reshaping 
the durable isles. 


The presentation, going by the bewilderingly burdensome 
title of “Great Britain— Blood, Sweat and Tears Plus 20 
Years,” enjoyed its brightest moments right at the outset— 
an examination, alternately wry and pointed, of the insurgent 
middle class that appears to be relishing if also debating the 
materialistic comforts imported from the United States. 


In the words of Dennis Brogan, the historian, Brit- 
ain is not without problems in its “‘winter of content.” 
He deplored the lack of interest in politics by the 
younger generation, for instance. On the other hand. 
in interviews with a sampling of the working class, 
there were expressions of satisfaction over a more 
abundant life. The interlude of a retired Shakespeare- 


an actor trying to rid a young cockney business man 
‘ of his accent was absorbing. 


Sevareid chatted with some of Britain's younger writers, 
ef whom Malcolm Bradbury proved an immensely amusing 
individual. Shelagh Delaney, author of “A Taste of Honey,” 
and Arnold Wesker, author of ‘‘Roots,” talked of the formid- 
able obstacles to gaining a higher education; in such a con- 
text their anger seemed not unreasonable. 

There was a visit to a pub wherein several views of an 
anti-American nature were voiced. A vivid scene of Brit- 
ishers leaving for Australia and West Indians coming into 
Britain was offered as illustrations of the shifting social tides. 


The economic problems confronting Britain with the rise 
of the European Common Market were explained succinctly 
and clearly. 

The latter portion of the program dealt with generally 
more familiar material—the part of Britain in the North At- 


lantic Treaty Organization and the controversy over the Amer- 
fean missile bases.

1. Two hearts. It is better to 
responds with two hearts than 
one spade. The single raise 
shows a hand containing ade- 
quate trump support and 6 to 9 
points. Distributional values are 
counted as part of the raise. 

The objection to a spade re- 
sponse is that if partner’s rebid 
were two hearts we would then 
be faced with a bidding problem 
of our own creation. To bid 
three hearts now would consti- 
tute an overbid not warranted 
by our cards; to pass would re- 
sult in concluding the bidding 
without ever revealing the heart 
support. Such problems can be 


avoided by raising immediately 
and leaving the rest to partner. 


2. Two clubs. This hand is 
worth about 11 points, counting 
the excellent heart fit and the 
doubleton spade. It is therefore 
too good for a raise to two 
hearts. At the same time, it is 
not good enough for a raise to 
three hearts, which would show 
13 to 15 points. A temporizing 
bid of two clubs is therefore 
made, the intention being to 
raise hearts when partner re- 
bids. 


3. Three hearts. This is a 
typical hand for a double raise 
of partner’s suit. The jump bid 
is forcing to game. It is better 
to raise directly than to respond 
in either diamonds or clubs. If 
we changed a club into a dia- 
mond, as a diamond into a club, 
it would then become proper to 
respond in the side suit before 
raising hearts. 

4. Two clubs. It is clear that 
this is a game-going hand once

CATCH ALL: Designed to 
make trash disposal easy—and 
useful as well for laundry dis- 
posal—a new waste trap fits 
flush in the kitchen floor and is 
topped off with a crackle alumi- 
num door that opens at the touch 
of the toe. A six-foot, washable, 
adjustable chute attaches below 
the door and floor sweepings, 
bottles,‘cans and trash—or laun- 
dry—disappear down the chute 
into a container on the sub-level, 
saving time, steps and stooping. 
The attractive lid occupies only 
10 by 10 inches of floor space. 
The whole unit is easy to install 
in new or existing homes. 


SOUND IDEA: Something new 
in an accoustical ceiling tile— 
one with a plastic fiim ‘face’ — 
is being introduced. One of many 
advantages of the thin plastic 
film is that it conceals the tile’s 
noise-muffling perforations, pre- 
senting a good-looking unbroken 
surface. The embossed plastic 
also is washable and resistant to 
soil and even grease stains, mak- 
ing the new tile, first of its kind, 
especially good for kitchen use 
where smoke and grease present 


continual problems. The plastic 
covering, tests indicate, does not 
affect the tile’s sound-swallow- 
ing ability. Up to 65 per cent of 
noise is absorbed. The tile can 
be cemented directly to an old 
ceiling or nailed or stapled in 


place. 


ATOMIC PLANTS IN YOUR 
GARDEN: If you're interested in 
experimenting in your garden, 
you might want to try new ir- 
radiated seeds. They’re ordinary 
seeds which have been treated 
with radioactive cobalt-60. The 
result sometimes is a mutation— 
and an intriguing new variation 
of a standard flower or vege- 
table. You don’t know for sure 
which seed may produce some- 
thing of unusual interest until 
you see what sprouts. The seeds 
—or plants—do not become ra- 
dioactive or dangerous. Now 
available at low cost: a packet 
of 27 irradiated varieties, includ- 
ing bean, cabbage, carrot, corn, 
lettuce, onion, pea, pepper, rad- 
ish—and also 10 flowers includ- 
ing alysum, aster, carnation, 
marigold, petunia, morning 
glory, pansy and zinnia.

It is important for youngsters 
to learn to accept constructive 
criticism in the spirit in which 
it is given. However, if your’son 
is upset by this to the point of 
physical illness, I would suggest 
that you ask the teacher to ex- 
cuse him from this part of the 
classroom work. I would also 
suggest that you speak to the 
school psychologist—a little help 
now may keep the problem from 

more serious. 

THE QUESTION: My little boy 
is three and a half and, although 
no genius, he does have a thirst 
for knowledge. He knows all his 
letters and numbers and is now 
most interested in learning how 
to tell time and wants to know 
what words say (without pred- 
ding). He is my only child and 
so I have always read to him 
quite a bit. He pronounces very 
well. 

My concern is that he is full 
of the old Harry and I wonder 
whether he will put his mind to

THE ANSWER: Your son 
sounds as though he is a pleas- 
ure to you and will be a joy and 
a challenge to his teachers. He 
probably will have a large vocab- 
ulary because of his interest in 
words and so will be better able 
to express himself. 

A word of caution—don’t teach 
him to read. A specific word 
here and there, if he asks, is all 
you should give him.

Detroit's Thriving Wayne State University 


It Provides for Students Who Can’t Afford to Leave Home, as Missouri U. Branch Could for St. Louis

DETROIT, MARCH 31. 
A MAN IN HIS FIFTIES, 
dressed in working clothes and 
carrying a metal hunch box, oc- 
casionally drops by Wayne State 
University here late in the after- 
noon to pass the time of day 


with officials of the Graduate’ 


Division. 

They chat quietly about the 
progress he is making in his 
studies. The man, a toolmaker 
in a large automotive plant, is 
a candidate for a Ph.D. in so- 
ciology. He is writing a doctoral 
thesis on caste and class in a 
modern industrial organization. 

This is an unusual case, but 
it is illustrative of the fact that 
more than 70 per cent of Wayne’s 
21,500 students have jobs and are 
employed either full or part- 
time outside the university. 
Many could not otherwise afford 
to go on with their education. 

For the St. Louis metropolitan 
area, which is trying to get a 
fourzyear branch of the Univer- 
sity of Missouri, Wayne is an 
example worth looking at. It is 
a state-supported university de- 
veloping with miraculous speed 
to meet the needs of a great 
urban complex. 

“In our city we are going to 
continue to have increasing 
thousands of young people who 
are either not going to get four 
years of college, or are goiing 
to get it at home,” Clarence B. 
Hilberry, Wayne's president, 
said. 

“T am talking about fully 
qualified students. Someone has 
to serve our sons and daughters, 
wherever they are. Those in 
urban situations must be served 
as well as those elsewhere. We 
draw great strength out of this 
community, and put great en- 
ergy back into it.” 

That same afternoon Presi- 
dent Hilberry and some mem- 
bers of his staff left the 75-acre 
campus and its bright cluster of 
néw buildings, two miles from 
downtown Detroit, to seek a 
state appropriation of $19,352,181 
for 1961-62 operating expenses. 
Total budget for the year will 
be about $25,000,000. 

To Missourians, Wayne's re- 
quest from the state will seem a 
tidy sum. The University of 
Missouri has asked $48,000,000 
for the two years beginning 


July—or about $24,000,000 a year ° 


—and Gov. John M. Dalton, in 
his message, went along with 
$42,800,000. 

In Michigan's case, however, 
Wayne is only one of several 
major institutions of higher 
learning competing for the state 
tax dollar. A short drive east 
of Detroit are the University of 
Michigan at Ann Arbor, with 
28.117 students, and Eastern 
Michigan University at Ypsi- 
lanti, with 6229. 

Of course Detroit is not St. 
Louis, and Michigan is not Mis- 
souri. Michigan has 7,793,294 
people to Missouri’s 4,307,186, 
and has been growing at a fast- 
er rate. But the &%. Louisan 
visiting Detroit and Wayne 
State University can find parai- 
lels that are both striking and 
useful. 

Both cities have their down- 
town areas concentrated on a 
riverfront. Both have wide belts 
of slums fringing downtown. 
Both have undertaken massive 
urban redevelopment. With the 
flight of prosperous citizens to 
the suburbs, both have under- 
gone significant population 
changes in the last decade. In 
short: they are cities with sim- 
ilar problems. 

A difference is that Detroit, 
insofar as higher education is 
concerned, has developed an 
institution to serve the thou- 
sands of students whe cannot 
afford the $1200 or more & 
‘year it takes to go to college 
away from home. At Wayne 
the tuition is about $300 a 
year. 

At the same time, the state- 
supported university here has 
grown into a civic asset deeply 
‘involved in the city’s growth 
and future as well as an insti- 
tution with a national reputation 


‘and aspirations toward quality. 


It is also the fourteenth largest 
university in the United States. 

Wayne was a municipal uni- 
versity, supported by the Detroit 
Board of Education at the rate 
of abolsrt $10,000,000 a year, until 
1956. Last year, after a three- 
year transition period during 
which Detroit continued its sup-

The state took over a going 
concern that had burgeoned 
prodigiously since World War II. 
In 1946, when war veterans alone 
accounted for more than 4000 of 
its student body, Wayne was 
housed principally in the vener- 
able Detroit Central High School. 
Old dwellings and garages were 
put to classroom use. 

Between 1946 and 1960 the uni- 
versity bought and cleared block 
after block of residential prop- 
erty around Old Main, as the 
brick high school is called. 
Twelve new structures were 
erected and three buildings—one 
of them a hotel now used as a 
student center—were bought. 

Among the new structures are 
the $2,290,000 Science Hall, do- 
nated by the state and com- 
pleted in 1949; the State Hall, 
costing about $3,000,000; a hand- 
some new General Library; the 
$1,000,000 Kresge Science Li- 
brary, the $2,000,000 Cohn Build- 
ing, and the $2,500,000 Engineer- 
ing Building. 

There are also the multi- 
columned Educational Building, 
with its patio and roof terrace, 
and the McGregor Memorial 
Building and Sculpture Court. 
Both were designed by Minoru 
Yamasaki, who is credited with 
the design of the new terminal 
building at Lambert-St. Louis 
field. 

The McGregor Memorial, built 
with a $1,250,000 gift honoring 
Tracy W. and Katherine Mc- 
Gregor, Detroit philanthropists, 
has a tendency to awe and over- 
whelm the visitor. The rugs cost 
$37.50 a square yard, and the 
Barcelona chairs of black leather 
$800 each. 

It is used as a community 
conference center, by groups 
ranging from the Boy Scouts to 
the Univac Division of Sperry 
Rand Corp. With its reflecting 
pool, it adds to the impression 
that Wayne is a kind of educa- 
tional Taj Mahal set smack in 
the heart of an ugly industrial 
city. 

But although Wayne is sur- 
rounded by urban blight, it also 
is in the heart of Detroit’s cul- 
tural center. The Main Detroit 
Library, the Detroit Institute of 
Arts, the Children’s Museum, the 
Detroit Historical Museum, the 
International Institute and the 


Rackhafh Memorial Building are 
just off the campus. 

Inevitably, because of its stra- 
tegic physical site and expected 
larger enrollments, Wayne is 
part of Detroit's urban renewal 
plan. The ‘‘University City’’ proj- 
ect calls for a $35,000,000 outlay 
of which the city’s share will be 
$12,000,000. 

Looking to the future, Wayne 
expects to have a total enroll- 
ment of 40,000 students by 1975, 
served by a faculty and staff of 
4800. Housing on or near the 
campus is being sought for 4000 
single students and 2000 married 
students, 

When Wayne University’s 
spokesmen were making their 
case for state support in the late 
1940s, they had a powerful argu- 
ment in that the institution al- 
ready was making @ major con- 
tribution in training people—doc- 
tors and engineers, for example 
—essential to Michigan's con- 
tinued progress. 

They could and did argue that 
if Wayne did not exist to serve 
an area containing half of Michi- 


‘pan’s population, the state would 


have to create such an institu- 
tion. 

The St. houis area faces simi- 
lar needs and so does the state 
of Missouri, as was pointed out 
by the White House Conference 
on Education at St. Louis last 
fall and the Missouri Governor’s 
Committee on Education Beyond 
the High School. 


In the way of tax-supported 
colleges, the St. Louis area has 
only Harris Teachers College 
with 1481 students, supported 
by the St. Louis school system, 
and the University of Missouri 
Normandy Residence Center, 
opened last fall with 210 stu- 
dents paying about $450 a year 
tuition, . 

Looking at Wayne State Uni- 
versity here with its $25,000,000 
operating budget—larger than 
Washington University’s, which 
is about $20,000,000—one can 
grasp the small-bore character of 
Missouri’s approach to the prob- 
lem.
